Inventions (I & II) and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice; the 

apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process such as for 
moving corrugated sheets. 

Inventions I and II are unrelated they are not disclosed as capable of use together and 
they have different modes of operation. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.

Reasons for Allowance 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose and/or teach a method for producing a 
honeycomb structure that comprises in combination the steps of: passing a stack of first 
and second sheets of deformable material through a first conveyor so that the first and the 
second sheet of deformable material are corrugated by the first conveyor, separating the 
first corrugated deformable material from the second of deformable material as they exit 
the first conveyor, applying an adhesive to the second sheet of deformable material, and 
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passing the first and second sheets of deformable material through a second conveyor so 
that the first and second sheets of deformable material are connected to form a single 
layer of honeycomb structure.
